Others get them from fruits and vege- 
tables, As'a general thing our instincts 
may be relied upon to supply the organ- 
ism with the necessary amount of com- 
mon salt. 

The human machine, like the steam 
engine, needs to be kept clean, Cellu- 
lose, a substance familiar in the long 
strings of old celery, in lettuce and in 
cabbage, is not used by the body for 
food, but cleans out the digestive tract. 
Among the other vegetables containing 
cellulose are carrots, green corn, po 
tatoes, parsnips, fresh beets, squash, 
lettuce and lima beans.
